remarkable. . 
Mau rice Kirk, liv ing on ru ral rou te 
4 sou thwest of the city , su ffered the 
worst damag e from 
the storm, al­ 
thou g h it was slig ht. 
Al&o, he and 
his family had a narrow escape frota 
death becau se a bolt of lig htning hit 
the room in which they slept, rig ht 
at the side of the bed. 
Some of the 
weatherb'o-arding was torn off 
and 
one piece was hu rled at least twenty 
feet. 
Mr. Kirk thou g ht the hou se was on 
fire becau se he smelled 
smoke for 
fifteen or twenty minu tes after the 
lig litning stru ck. 
He ex amined the 
ho use and ou tbu ilding s 
bu t cou ld 
find no blaze. 
He is confident that 
the hou se was fired bu t 
that the 
rain ex ting u ished it. 
The home of Wjihasn H. You ng in 
Jersey City 
was 
also 
stru ck 
by 
Rg htnittg du ring ttie storm. The bolt 
hit a window casing on the first floor 
*>f the hou se, shattering 
the u pper 
•part and breaking 
the g lass.

A few shing les

Three head of liv e s-tock were kill­

An 
electrical 
disturbance even 


more violent than the night previous 
and accompanied by a heavy rain 
passed over Bnshville and

The electrical storm 
continued for almost two hours and 
the lightning was so terrific .that the 
small damage resulting is almost 
remarkable. . 


Maurice Kirk, living on rural route
